Lincoln he never wearied you with dreary 
politics or heavy theories, or glorified him- 
self and his doings. In every crisis he 
sought the advice not of his enemies, but 
of his friends. To his convictions he w»* 
ever true, but'bis opinions were always 
subject to revision. He delighted in para- 
bles and especially in the. rude jokes of 
the South and West He bailed Artemna 
Ward and Petroleum Xatby as benefactors 
of the human race, and no-witticism, 
whether delicate or broad, escaped hi* 
keen 
appreciation. He 
wag, withal, 


a. man of sentiment, reading Sbaks- 
peare like a philosopher, and remem- 
bering the best 
passages. 
A little 


poem, written by Francis de H-te* Jan- 
vier, of Philadelphia, called "The Sleep- 
ing Sentinel," was HU especial fuvorite^and 
"The 
Patriot's O»th" and "Sheridan's 


Ride," by Thoman Buchanan Read, wen 
always recited at bis request by Mr. 
If nrdock, whenever that loytd actor visit- 
ed the metropolis. De was neither bois- 
terous nor profane. He oared little for 
the pleasures of the table, and although 
reared omong a frontier people largely ad- 
dicted to intoxicating drinks, be preferred 
water as a beverage.' He liked the thea- 
tre, especially when Edwin Forrest, Jo- 
seph Jefferson, John Brougham or John 
3. Clarke was the star. 
Though he fre- 


quently accompanied Mrs. Lincoln to the 
op:ra it vea rather in obedience to a so- 
cial demand, or an eagerness for rest in 
the corner of hi« box than a taste for sci- 
entific music. He was a' capital peace- 
maker, and was especially 'resolute m re- 
fusing to adopt tbe enemies' of his friend*. 
He had a horror of making epeechec, *J- 
though a fine ejojULoquia]! orator, and when 
be did address tbe* people it waa in abort 
sentences, and only for a few moments at 
a time. In these addresser, as well as in 
hi* messages and letters, be said' thing* 
that will survive for generations. 


I think I never saw him out of temper 


but oncf ,snd that wan when I presented him 
the unanimous confirmation of a certain 
penonagefor ahighomje. ''Why did the 
Senate not confirm Mr. 
and Mr. 
? 


My friends knew I wanted this done, and 
I wanted it done to-day;" f.nd then be used 
certain strong expressions against the suc- 
cessful person. 1 looked at him with some 
surprise, never huving seen him in such a 
mood, and said: "Why, Mr. Lincoln,' yon 
seem to bold me responsible tor.the act <& 
the senate, when you muiet be aware of the 
custom under which that body acted." 
"Ob, no," was his reply, "I was not scold- 
ing yon, my friend; but I fear I have been 
caught in a trap."

etc., etc. AJ a consequence, one 


can readily foresee tiiat the demands upon 
rivate benevolence will be very largely 
noreased. The ratio of those who will go 
o the oonnty house will be greatly dispto- 
>ortioned to those who remain, trusting to 


voluntary charities of the general pub- 


o. There are many nredy families in 
ur midst every winter who, with limited 
imporary assistance, manage to get along 


and are not proper subjects for the county 


ouse. But under the rule adopted by 
le commissioners such relief can be ex- 
mded only through the medium of a 
olnntary association, and the result will 
tow that so far from tbe commurjity bo- 
ng benefited by the repeal ot tha law 
resting a separate poor district, its bur- 
en* are only multiplied. It will be found 
i»t the 11,000 paid into the county 
reasnry will not materially increase the 
onnty house inmates from this city,while 
he demand* npon private charity will be 
nob. greater than formerly.
